Teachers plan demonstration

Lompoc's 
two-year 
downtown 
revitalization campaign shifted into high 
gear last night as 
the City Council 
unanimously voted to advance with a 
$100,000 to $120,000 plan to refinish and 
landscape the city center blocks of South 
H and South I Streets. 
After specifications are drafted and 
bids awarded, the work should begin this 
September 
and 
be 
completed 
by 
November. 
The streets project, to be financed 
with returned state gasoline tax money, 
will 
go 
hand-in-hand 
with 
area 
merchants’ improvement projects for 
their premises. These will include 
$25,000 in refinishing work at Braun’s 
Pharmacy and $15,000 to redo the 
interior and exterior 
of the Lompoc 
Furniture Mart, it was reported last 
night. City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
said that a “ significant number" of 
downtown businesses are beginning 
similar improvements. 
The action followed a survey of area 
business people conducted by George 
Gransie, 
partner 
in 
the 
furniture 
business. The survey showed that 14 
South H Street and five South 1 Street 
merchants approved the street work

United Press International 
The ruling Provisional Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam today 
promised leniency for soldiers and 
officials of the old regime and a 
program of clemency and amnesty for 
those who collaborated with the United 
States. It said the United States should 
repair 
the war damage 
m South 
Vietnam. 
One statement came from Col. Gen. 
Tran Van Tra, 57, head of the military 
management committee administering 
Saigon who addressed a huge victory 
rally broadcast live by Saigon radio. He 
promised leniency for soldiers and 
officials but said there would be severe 
punishment for 
acts 
“ against the 
people’s 
administration 
and 
the 
fatherland's independence." 
Tra, defense minister in the PRG 
government, told the Saigon throngs to 
join in to rebuild the country, redress 
the wounds of war and to resolve all the 
consequences arising from the untold 
crimes committed by U.S. imperialists. 
He had urged the crowd to wear its best 
clothes and bring banners of Ho Chi 
Minh. 
A second statement came in London 
from Mme. Phan Thi Minh, a member of 
the PRG delegation in Paris who flew in 
to talk with the British Foreign Office 
about Britain’s possible recognition of 
the Viet Cong government. 
“ We welcome most favorably all help 
as long as no conditions are attached to 
it," she told a news conference on the 
question of postwar reconstruction. 
“ We have in fact said that it is the 
responsibility of America to help repair 
the damage which they caused in 
Vietnam," she said. “ I’m talking about 
material help. As for people, it is up to 
our government to decide, but this is 
certainly not envisioned.” 


Speaking 
in 
French 
through 
an 
interpreter, the 50-year-old mother of 
four said the PRG's aim is a broad 
national reunion of Vietnam and an end 
to hostility. She said the United States 
had organized the huge exodus of South 
Vietnamese 
refugees 
to 
create 
confusion and urged them to return and 
help rebuild the nation. 


There will be no reprisals against 
those Vietnamese who fought against 
the Viet Cong, she said. 


Mme. Minh said South Vietnam was 
undergoing 
a 
great 
change, 
with 
essential services being restored in 
many areas, but communications for 
most foreign journalists were still 
blocked. 


“ We are not talking about a simple 
change of government," she said. 
“Some 
things 
will 
take 
time 
Meanwhile, they (the journalists) are 
allowed to work." 


“ The revolution’s policy is righteous 
and lenient," Tra told a crowd which 
frequently applauded duing the speech 
“The revolution is ready to pardon even 
those who in the past had committed 
crimes against the people and the 
country if they now repent.

remember when Lompoc started, it all 
started in downtown Lompoc," he said. 
Sparked by an idea of former Mayor 
E. C: Stevens, downtown merchants 
banded together in 1973 to reverse the 
decline in the city core They formed the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee 
which, 
aided 
by 
city 
funds, 
commissioned a study to see what could 
be done to bring pedestrian traffic — 
and higher retail sales — back to 
Lompoc's traditional heart. 
The first tangeable results of the 
effort 
came 
last 
year 
with 
the 
completion 
of 
street 
and 
curb 
refinishing and landscaping along the 
100 block of South G Street. 
There were two dissenting voices at 
last night's meeting. 
Alberta Morgan of 813 West College 
Ave. protested that more gas tax money 
ought to be spent to complete dangerous 
half streets in other areas of the city. 
This has been a complaint at earlier 
council sessions of Harley Craig, local 
realtor and Chamber of Commerce 
transportation official. 
James Short, manager of Jaspers 
cocktail lounge at 114 South H St., 
complained that the street work will 
substract parking spaces from the area. 
Short was also concerned that traffic 
generated by the future Dunlap building 
to rise at the corner of H and Ocean 
might dominate what parking spaces 
there would be left. Dunlap's office 
building will be constructed in the long 
vacant H and Ocean lot once owned by 
the Rudolph family and known as 
“ Flower Power Comer." The lot is 
close to Jasper’s. 
“ That to me is a step in the wrong 
direction.” Short said of the parking 
pinch. 
Stevens, now a councilman, saw the 
parking problem as a sign of health in 
the downtown and harkened back to 
three years ago when the council was 
concerned with blight in the declining 
area, not traffic. 
“ Frankly, I wouldn’t be opposed to 
having 
people 
drive 
around 
the 
downtown looking for a parking space 
for 30 minutes rather than having 200 
spaces available as they were two years 
ago," he compared. 
Wahlers reported that the South H 
Street plan will eliminate 11 parking 
spaces on that street, eight to allow for 
smoother, safer traffic patterns and 
three to accommodate landscaping. 
Stevens calculated that in the total 
three block area of South G, H and I 
Streets the area will probably gain 
parking spaces with the revitalization 
plan 
The Dunlap construction will 
provide for its own required offstreet 
parking, he added. 
“ There’s no sham about it. The 
streets need it and the downtown needs 
it," opined Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton 
Stevens stressed that the street 
improvements launched last night will 
be only to public property. They will 
include a complete reconstruction of 
South H, including curb work at H and 
Ocean and elsewhere and additional 
landscaping. South H will be narrowed 
between the alley and Cypress Avenue, 
and be colonaded by 18 street trees. 
South I will be resurfaced where 
required, with improved curb returns 
and alley access, and will be lined with 
21 street trees. 
Other private 
improvements will 
include “ substantial improvements’ to 
Moore’s Department Store, Wahlers 
reported, as well as upgrading of the 
Sleep Shop and the Modern Barber Shop, 
among others. 
The 
administrator 
lauded 
the 
combined revitalization effort as “ a 
cooperative project with the city that is 
tremendously worthwhile." 


Probation chief 
explains death 
at Los Prietos 


County probation chief Cliff Romer 
today said he was satisfied that there 
were no irregularities surrounding the 
fatal injury of a 16-year-old Ventura 
County boy at Los Prietos Boys Camp. 
The youth died Monday in Santa 
Barbara County General Hospital from 
a head injury suffered on April 19 in a 
fight with a 15-year-old boy at the camp. 
A funeral will be conducted Friday in 
Ventura County. 
Romer said a complaint charging 
manslaughter will be sought against the 
suspect in the case. Names of the victim 
and the suspect were withheld because 
of their ages 
It was uncertain whether an inquest 
will be held, but an autopsy has been 
performed. A source close to the case 
said the victim kicked another youth in a 
dispute over a game of horseshoes, and 
the youth who was kicked threw a 
horseshoe, hitting his assailant in the 
head. 
Romer said the injured youth was 
being treated at the hospital 27 minutes 
after the incident.

The president of Lompoc Federation 
of Teachers (LFT > today said members 
of his organization would demonstrate 
tomorrow night at entrances to the La 
Purisima Building, 205 North H St., site 
of salary negotiation talks. 
Norman Larson, LFT president and 
member 
of 
the 
nine-member 
Certificated Employe Council that is 
negotiating for teachers, said teachers 
would carry placards enscribed with 
solgans such as “ 1.4 per cent is for the 
birds, not for people,” and “ Kids need 
music teachers,” and “ Kids need art 
teachers." The "1.4 per cent” was a 
reference to the $200 in additional fringe 
benefits offered teachers through the 
CEC. 
Carol Linger, president of Lompoc 
Education 
Association, 
said 
her 
organization 
would 
not 
join 
the 
demonstration officially because of 
previous plans. However, she said she 
didn't want anyone to imply that the 
non-participation 
reflected 
“ d isap p ro val” 
of 
the 
L F T 
demonstration. 
In a sharply-worded press release 
yesterday, LEA placed the blame for 
delays in reaching an agreement on 
salaries squarely at the feet of the 
school board and its representatives. 
The confrontations between teacher 
groups on the one hand and the school 
board on the other stemmed from 
teacher dissatisfaction with the salary 
package offer they received on May 1. 
At that time, Assistant Supt. Alice 
Milligan, chief negotiator for the school 
board offered $200 in additional fringe 
benefits, but nothing on salaries. She 
told the Record later that it was an 
initial offer and that discussions would 
continue. 
Individual members of CEC and LFT 
and LEA reacted shaq^ly to the $200 
fringe benefit offer. In its press release, 
LEA said “ This unwarranted delay 
represents a lack of respect for teachers 
and for the meet and confer process." 
In a press release late yesterday LFT 
said, “ Disgusted by the school board’s 
recent 
salary 
and 
fringe 
benefit 
proposal, the Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers has determined to take some 
direct action." 
Larson was quoted: “ The teachers are 
insulted by the District’s lack of faith in 
negotiating." 
and “ The money is 
available 
We are encouraging the 
school board and the administration to 
make some simple paper and pencil 
decisions concerning the thousands of 
dollars in reserve accounts. ” 
The LFT release 
noted that a 
membership meeting had been held at 
Lompoc High School yesterday and that 


“ the 160-member organization voted by 
secret ballot to take their concerns to 
the 
public 
via 
a 
peaceful 
demonstration." “ We want the public to 
be informed and to share our concerns,” 
Larson declared. “ The public should 
know that it is not the teachers who are 
stalling and preventing the settlement of 
negotiations." 
The CEC was to meet this afternoon 
for a strategy session in preparation for 
a session with Mrs. Milligan tomorrow 
night.

according to one source will be salaries 
and fringe benefits and proposals for 
extra released time for teachers to 
attend educational conferences. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The bodies of 
last two U.S. Marines killed in Vietnam 
were left behind in the confused final 
day of American evacuation from 
Saigon, the Pentagon said today. 
“ Different people thought others had 
taken care 
of 
the matter," 
said 
Pentagon spokesman Joseph Laitin “ It 
was certainly not that the effort had not 
been made." 
Left behind were the bodies of Marine 
Cpl. Charles McMahon Jr. and Lance 
Cpl. Darwin L. Judge, killed April 28 
while they stood guard duty at Tan Son 
Nhut Airport near Saigon just before the 
final evacuation of Americans and South 
Vietnamese 
“The State Department is doing 
everything possible to arrange their 
return," Laitin said. 
Two other Americans died later m 
Vietnam when their helicopter crashed 
during the evacuation. 
Laitin had said last Thursday that 
field reports indicated that the bodies 
were taken to the carrier Midway. But 
when the Navy Department messaged 
the 
Midway 
to 
make 
funeral 
arangements, the ship reported it didn’t 
have the bodies 
All other ships in the task force were

"There is absolutely not any change m 
policy toward” the China mainland, he 
said.

Three 
tornadoes wiped out two large sections 
of Omaha Tuesday, leaving at least 
three dead, more than 100 injured and 
damages which Gov J.J. Exon said 
today could approach $500 million 
The Nebraska National Guard and 
police said a fourth body had been found 
in the storm area but it was not certain 
if the death was a storm casualty. 
Federal officials said they would join 
Exon in a tour of the ravaged area at 
midday as part of Exon's request that 
President Ford declare Omaha, the 
President's 
birthplace, 
a 
federal 
disaster area. 
The Nebraska Legislature prepared to 
consider a bill which would provide $10 
million in state storm aid 
“ I lived in tornado country all my life 
and it’s the worse I’ve ever seen from a 
property damage standpoint," Exon 
said He said the storm area looked like 
the aftermath of a bomb raid 
The destruction 
from 
the 
three 
tornadoes in this city of nearly 400,000 
was the worst since 1913 when an Easter 
Sunday twister killed 94 persons. 
Exon said today from Lincoln that it 
wouldn’t 
be 
overestimating 
to 
be 
"talking about a half-billion dollars m 
damages " 
The dead were identified as Lloyd 
Kramer, in his 40s, Margaret Burke, 86, 
and Pamela Myers, 23. 
Mrs Burke's body was found near the 
ruins of her home, which was moved off 
its foundation The Myers woman was 
found m the rubble of a restaurant 
Authorities said they believed Kramer 
was killed while standing on a service 
station roof to watch the storm. 
Two U.S. Postal Service employes 
were hospitalized in serious condition 
from injuries suffered when one twister 
ravaged a postal branch station. 


“ A fortunate part is that we are 
counting deaths by ones," said Mayor 
Edward Zonnsky, who declared a 2,000 
square block area an emergency zone. 
Helicopters with search beams flew 
over 
the 
scene 
during 
the 
night 
pinpointing damage spots 
Several persons were arrested for 
looting 
as 
police 
and 
National 
Guardsmen with loaded M16 rifles with 
fixed bayonets patrolled on foot. 
At one 
point, 
employes of 
the 
Nebraska Furniture Mart in one of the 
hardest hit areas carried table legs to 
protect themselves against looters The 
general manager of the sprawling 
furniture 
facility, 
Robert 
Batt, 
estimated damages at "$5 million 
easy." 


Exon estimated at least 500 to 700 
homes and living units were destroyed 
and at least 1.000 homes were “ badly 
damaged." 
Mrs John Erway, whose home was 
hit, said the “ big mystery” was the 
whereabouts of a camping trailer that 
had been parked next to the house. 
“ It was a 22-footer,” she said “ It was 
sitting right there ... and we don’t know 
where it is It’s gone ’’ 


“There is every probability" that the 
bodies are still at the hospital, he said 
Laitin said Marines and embassy 
officials in Saigon called the hospital m 
the confusing final hours to arange to 
remove the bodies and were told that 
U.S. officials had already removed 
them 
He said he had seen no reports 
alleging

team

physically unable to reach the hospital 
and rescue the bodies.

Local city government took a 
cautious 
approach 
to 
the 
preliminary 
plan 
for 
the 
California coast last night, a 
p^liui that includes half of the 
F e d e r a l 
C o r r e c t i o n a l 
Institution 
and 
half 
of 
Vandenberg 
Village 
in 
the 
proposed “Coastal Zone." 
The 
City 
C ouncil 
unanimously 
authorized 
Community 
Development 
D irector 
A1 
Autry 
to 
communicate its reservations 
to a Thursday meeting in Santa 
Barbara of the South Central 
Coast Regional Commission. 
Autry told the panel last 
night 
that 
the 
proposed 
boundaries of the draft coastal 
zone extend some 12 miles up 
the Lompoc Valley, the deepest 
inland penetration along the 
entu-e state coastline of the 
state, he said. 
“In 
our 
estimation, 
this 
particular line does not relate 
to the purpose and intent of the 
Coastal Zone Act,” the planner 
said. The land the proposed 
boundary takes in, he said, has 
little relation to the actual 
coastal area. 
The 
action 
followed 
a 
recommendation 
of 
the 
Lompoc Planning Commission 
Chief 
among 
the 
city’s 
concerns are 11 that dictates of 
the state coastal commission 
for the coastal zone may 
preempt 
local 
development 
policy and 2 ) that the extended 
coastal boundary may force the 
city to pay for additions to its 
general plan. 


The Thursday meeting of the 
area coastal board will include 
a 
public 
hearing 
on 
the 
preliminary coastal outline. 
City planners read the plan as 
in d ic a tin g 
t h a t 
local 
development policies may be 
chang^ in accordance with its 
dictates. They also sense an 
im plica tion 
th a t 
local 
government will or can not 
implement it 
Autry 
will 
repeat

recommendation 
from 
the 
council that cities and counties 
affected by the adoption of the 
c o a s t a l 
s c h e m e 
be 
compensated by the state for 
the cost of preparing any 
required ordinances or general 
plan additions. 
He will also recommend that 
a five-mile limit from the mean 
high tide line be used to define 
the coastal zone instead of the 
12-mile reach up the Lompoc 
Valley included in the draft 
plan.

Refugee wife finds hubby 
married in United States 


BANGOR, Maine (UPI > - 
Vu Thi Lan says American GI 
Michael Green married her in 
South Vietnam in I960 Green’s 
problem, 
according 
to 
the 
district attorney, is that he 
returned to the United States 
and married another woman in 
1970. 


District Attorney David Cox 
says Green committed bigamy 
and that, if necessary, he is 
prepared to call a special 
session of the Penobscot Count 
grand jury to consider the case. 


The case came to light when 
Vu Thi Lan, 24, and her two 
children —part of the massive 
evacuation 
of 
Vietnam 
— 
arrived in Maine to look for her 
husband. 
“ I ask him why he not write 
to me saying 
he married 
again," Vu Thi Lan said. “ I 
could have stayed in California, 
taken care of 
myself and 
family. He said he was sorry 
and I say yes, you sorry now, 
but it’s too late.” 
Green, 24, has remained in 
seclusion since Vu Thi Lan’s 
arrival 
and 
could 
not

reached for comment Monday. 


Cox said that until the case 
goes to the grand jury Green 
“ is free to go about his 
business.” 
Cox said the Vietnamese 
woman legally married Green 
while 
he 
was 
serving 
in 
Vietnam 
in 
1969 
"and 
he 
married again in Bangor in 
1970.” She has papers from the 
Army giving Green permission 
to marry her, Cox said, and she 
also has a legal marriage 
certificate. 
The papers show Green was 
married in Da Nang, South 
Vietnam, on Oct. 8, 1969, while 
he was serving in the 199th 
Infantry, he said. “ Lan also has 
all the necessary papers to be 
in this country,” Cox added. 
Since her arrival, Lan and 
her family have been staying in 
a private home. The communi­ 
ty responded to her plight by 
offering help. 
She accepted a job Tuesday 
at Sing’s Polynesian Chinese 
Restaurant. A church offered 
to pay the first month’s rent on 
an apartment. More than $200 
has been sent to the Bangor 
Welfare Department for the 
family.

One measure i AB808 I by 
Assemblyman James Keysor, 
D-Sepulveda, approved on a 6-3 
vote, would provide for partial 
public 
financing 
for 
both 
primary and general elections 
The Keysor measure, which 
would cost taxpayers about 160 
million over a four-year period, 
was supported by Common 
Cause The measure would also 
set limits on the anjount a 
candidate could spend! giving 
those who challenged incum­ 
bents a 10 per cent edge. 
Another measure (AB627) by 
Assemblyman Lawrence Kapi- 
loff, D-San Diego, approved on 
a 7-4 vote, would provide full 
public financing for statewide 
and legislative candidates dur­ 
ing general elections. It would 
also set spending limits on all 
elections. 
His bill includes a provision 
for weekly tax paid trips for 
lawmakers 
flying 
between 
their districts and Sacramento 
He denied that the trips were a 
“ ripoff" and added they would 
actually save the state money.

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Feds spending, States retrench 
in battle to stimulate economy 


Brown signs 
South Carolina inmates attempt escape 


WASHINGTON IU PII — The 
federal government is spending 
more than ever in an attempt to 
stimulate the economy and 
shorten the recession But state 
and local governments cannot 
help in that effort —they are 
retrenching. 
A congressional survey made 
public Tuesday shows states 
and localities are cutting their 
payrolls 
and 
services, 
and 
raising taxes. They are with­ 
drawing $8 billion and 140,000 
jobs from the economy. 
The survey shows the states 
and localities are themselves 
the victims of recession — 
squeezed by falling tax collec­ 
tions and by rising costs on one 
hand and by rising demands for 
their services on the other 
Hit hardest are the 20 states 
with unemployment rates over 
the national average Half are 


attempting to increase taxes 
this year. 
The survey, by Congress 
Joint 
Economic 
Committee 
and 
covering 
every 
state 
except Alaska and Hawaii and 
140 
local 
governments, 
including 
most 
big 
cities, 
shows: 
—20 states are increasing 
taxes this year by a total of $2 1 
billion Only four states are 
cutting taxes, by a total of 150 
million. 
—Tax increases by both state 
and local governments will 
total 13 6 billion and cutbacks 
of $3 3 billion in expenditures 
for services and $1 billion in 
construction 
outlays 
are 
planned —removing nearly $8 
billion from the economy. 
—About half the states have 
cut payrolls through layoffs, 
hiring freezes, reduced work 


hours or other means Forty 
per cent of surveyed localities 
also cut back, bringing a total 
state-local work reduction of 
about 140,000 jobs 


Rep. William Moorhead, D- 
Pa.t who made the survey 
public, contends it shows a 
need for a new form of federal 
aid to state and local govern­ 
ment which would be triggered 
during recessionary periods. 
He and Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D Maine, are chief sponsors of 
a bill to provide such aid. 


When unemployment aver­ 
ages more than 8 per cent, as it 
does now, the measure would 
provide $4 billion a year in 
additional aid so that state and 
local governments will be less 
likely to accelerate the down­ 
turn through their own fiscal 
reactions.

However, Gregorio predicted 
most districts would not choose 
to establish the smoking areas.

Allen from the Atlanta Braves. 
To get Allen, a first baseman, and 
catcher Johnny Oates, the Phillies gave 
up two minor leaguers, another minor 
leaguer to be announced later and an 
unspecified amount of cash. 
Allen left the Chicago White Sox in 
September, 
1974, 
announcing 
his 
voluntary “retirement” and was later 
traded to the Atlanta Braves for $5,000 
and a player to be named later but 
refused to report to that club this 
season. 
Allen, who played with the Phillies 


from 1963 to 1969, was unhappy during 
his latter years here. He had several 
run-ins with the manager then and was 
fined and suspended in 1969 when he 
missed a twi-night doubleheader in New 
York. 
But Carpenter had a long meeting with 
Allen at the player’s farm in Bucks 
County during the weekend and told a 
news conference Monday that “we had a 
very enlightening conversation and I 
have no doubt that Dick would be happy 
playing baseball in Philadelphia.’ 
Carpenter said Allen would “be the 
first to admit his track record hasn’t 
been anything to talk about. 
“It’s a calculated risk in some ways,”

(UPI) - In a 
quiet but confident way, there have been 
echoes from the Philadelphia camp of 
an unprecedented 12-game march to the 
Stanley Cup championship. 
In reality, of course, the defending 
champion Flyers will take the Cup any 
way they can, and they are in position to 
provide themselves with another big 
boost tonight when they meet the New 
York Islanders. 
A victory will give the Flyers a second 
consecutive sweep in the current round 
of playoffs and a berth in the finals 
against the survivor of the Buffalo- 
Montreal series. 
Incredibly, the Flyers are unbeaten in 
their last 21 games, dating back to 
March 8, and they have run up eight 
consecutive victories against Toronto 
and New York in the playoffs. 
“They’re the defending Stanley Cup 
champions and the best team in the 
league,” said Islander Coach A1 Arbour, 
discussing 
his team’s plight. 
“It’s 
certainly a long road back for us to stay 
alive.” 
Except for the second game, when 
they fought back from a 4-1 deficit only 
to lose 5-4 in overtime, the Islanders 
have demonstrated a decided lack of 
punch. They were shut out by sub 


goaltender Wayne Stephenson in the 
opening game and then failed to score 
when Bernie Parent returned to the net 
Sunday afternoon. 
Parent, recovered from the leg injury 
that sidelined him for the opening two 
games of the series, now has registered 
three shutouts in five playoff outings 
this season and almost certainly will be 
back in goal for tonight’s potential 
clincher. 
“We’re going to have to open up 
against 
them, 
said 
Islander 
defenseman Denis Potvin. “We’re going 
to have to play a strong defensive game 
too, though. We re going to have to score 
three or four goals a game. If we do we 
can win the series. We’ll have to leave it 
to the defense to hold them to two.” 
In the quarterfinals, the Islanders 
dropped 
the first three games to 
Pittsburgh and then rallied to capture 
the next four. It was only the second 
time in National Hockey League history 
a team has come back from such a 
deficit in playoff competition. 
Against the Flyers, though, such a 
miracle is a lot less unlikely.

Old South 
tradition 
checks out 


MEMPHIS, Tenn (UPIi - 
Another tradition of the Old 
South has died 
The Peabody Hotel, where 
each 
afternoon 
for half 
a 
century a quintet of peforming 
ducks waddled through 
the 
lobby to the strains of martial 
music, has closed its doors. 
“ The 
Mississippi 
Delta 
begins in the lobby of the 
Peabody Hotel in Memphis and 
ends 
on 
Catfish 
Row 
in 
Vicksburg,” author David Cohn 
wrote in 1934. 
In its heyday, the 12-story, 
red-brick hotel built 50 years 
ago was the center of social 
activity in a city that billed 
itself as the cotton capital of 
the nation. 
Debutantes and cotton plant­ 
ers danced to the big bands in 
the 
rooftop 
ballroom, 
the 
Skyway. Land barons spent 
days in the lobby, talking and 
watching the five ducks swim 
in a marble fountain 
“The Peabody is the Paris 
Ritz. the Cairo Shepherd's, 
the 
London 
Savoy 
of 
this 
section,” Cohn wrote in his 
book, “God Shakes Creation.” 
“ If 
you 
stand 
near 
its 
fountain in the middle of the 
lobby, where ducks waddle and 
turtles drowse, ultimately you 
will see everybody who is 
anybody in the Delta and many 
who are on the make,” the 
Greenville. Miss., writer said 
Through 50 years and numer­ 
ous 
owners, 
one 
Peabody 
tradition remained Each mor­ 
ning. five mallards left their 
pens on the roof and rode an 
elevator to the lobby 
They 
spent the day swimming in the 
ornate fountain 
At 3 p.m., a red carpet was 
rolled 
out 
and 
appropriate 
march music played The ducks 
waddled to the elevator and 
rode back to their quarters. 
The ducks made their last 
walk early this month A day 
later the owners of the Peabody 
filed for bankruptcy 
The city 
is studying the 
possibility of buying the Pea­ 
body and renovating it, then 
leasing it to a private firm 
Such action would require the 
Tennessee General Assembly 
to grant authority to issue 
bonds for the project. So far, 
there has been no legislative 
action on such a bill 
The Peabody, meanwhile, is 
almost empty One entrance is 
padlocked Security guards are 
on duty to make sure no assets 
are misplaced The water in 
the fountain has been turned off 
and the ducks are at the farm 
of their owner, B. B. Hamilton 
Chandler has suggested that 
the ducks 
be moved 
to a 
fountain at City Hall, but no 
action has been taken on the 
request.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - When the 
final defeat of 
American policy in 
Southeast 
Asia 
becam e 
absolutely 
apparent last month, a newsman tried 
without success to solicit comm ents 
from the architects of that policy. 
M cGeorge 
Bundy 
w as 
“ o c c u p ie d ” ; 
Robert 
M cNamara 
did “ not wish to talk 
about 
it’’; 
Melvin 
Laird was out of the 
country; Dean Rusk 
would 
not 
return 
phone calls; William 
Westmoreland 
made 
him self “ unavailable 
to reporters.” 


Since then, som e of 
the men have by force 
o f 
e v e n t s 
an d 
of 
inquiry 
surrendered 
to 
public 
questions — but only to kick and 
complain. General Westmoreland says a 
U .S . 
v ic to r y 
w a s 
sto le n 
by 
“ u n in fo r m ed ” 
d o m e stic 
p ea ce 
elem ents. Former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk insists the collapse of South 
Vietnam was the consequence of a 
withdrawal of support by the American 
people. None have admitted personal 
error, none have so much as raised 
sm all doubts of judgments long ago. To 
the end and beyond, the people who 
designed the war are either silent or 
hostile. Instead of self criticism they 
continue with self deception. 


It is perhaps too much to expect public 
men to confess great errors. Clark 


Clifford, one-time defense secretary 
under Lyndon Johnson, and one of the 
few elevated Vietnam planners to re­ 
nounce the affair, says his unrepentant 
former colleagues would rather spite 
than 
switch, 
miraculous vindication 
being the last hope of such foolishness. 
This, he adds, is what kept the war 
raging 
in 
the 
first 
place: 
The 
unwillingness 
of 
high 
political 
and 
military officials to first admit, then 
learn from their mistakes. 
For 
his 
part, 
Clifford, 
now 
a 
Washington attorney, began realizing 
the em ptiness of the U.S. cause in 
Vietnam at about the sam e time many 
private Americans were arriving at the 
sam e conclusion — late 1967, early 1968. 
"Before then, the conventional wisdom 
was that Vietnam presented the United 
States with the threat of monolithic 
Communism spreading from Hanoi to 
Saigon, throughout Southeast Asia, and 
perhaps down to Australia and even to 
California 
Most Americans believed 
this. 
You’ll recall the Tonkin Gulf 
resolution passed 504 to 2 in congress — 
504 to 2.” 
But though popular opinion changed, 
government opinion did not. Clifford 
says Johnson gave up the subterfuge in 
his speech of March 1968, announcing in 
effect 
a 
m ilitary victory over 
the 
Communists was not possible. Yet his 
successor, Richard Nixon, refused to 
believe it. "I hoped desperately that 
Nixon would profit from the past, I even 
thought for awhile he would. But he 
didn’t. Not a bit. And even until just 
recently, 
when 
it 
becam e 
obvious 


everything was over in Southeast Asia, 
government officers continued to hope 
for m iracles and for that vindication ’’ 
And so this perhaps is the most far 
redttimg and ominous of all the Vietnam 
era sadnesses, the inability of recent 
leaderships to confront or admit reality. 
It is only an error in judgment to make 
mistakes, as author Christian Bovee 
wrote 
last 
century, 
but 
it 
shows 
infirmity of character to adhere to it 
when 
discovered. 
This 
infirmity of 
character on high cost the nation beyond 
measure during Vietnam, and now, 
given the continued recalcitrance of 
Vietnam mongers, it may go on costing 
long after. 
The mongers, to be sure, will pay 
anything The elite always saves itself 
from itself. After sending 2.5 million 
American men to fight and sacrifice for 
nothing in Asia, McGeorge Bundy has 
been 
made 
president 
of 
the 
Ford 
Foundation, 
Bob 
M cNamara 
has 
become head of the World Bank, Dean 
Rusk is now a distinguished college 
professor. As they profit, though, the 
nation they deceived continues to be 
weakened by the worry that others like 
them may even now be guiding America 
into muck just as deep 
Sen Tom McIntyre (D-N.H .» said the 
other day that the people “deserve the 
Establishm ent’s 
admission 
it 
was 
wrong” concerning Vietnam More than 
this, the people need and must have that 
ad m ission. 
E lse 
suspicion 
and 
resentment and division will grow as the 
public sees, after all, there is only more 
darkness at the end of this tunnel.

French, who alm ost a century before 
had suppressed all local freedom. The 
Communist government did not last long 
in Chile.

more freedom than they’d had for 100 
years. Despite a capricious censorship, 
they have had a far greater chance to
